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My  Lords, 

N  this  great  Debate  concerning  the  King's 
Speech,  the  fad  State  and  Condition  we  are 
in,  and  the  Remedies  thereof,  1  have  Of- 
fered You  my  Opinion,  and  many  Lords  have 
fpoiten  admirable  well  to  it,  with  great  Free 
dom  and  Plainnefs,  as  the  Cafe  requires. 

Give  me  leave  to  offer  you  feme  few  wotds, 
in  anfwer  to  two  or  three  of  my  Lords  of  the 

•  Earls  Bench,  that  have  maintained  the  contra- 
ry Opinion. 

My  Lord,  near  me,  hath  to!:'  your  Lord- 
(hips,  thatthePtefidentof //f«.  th;'  <.  that  I 

•  ofiered  to  you  (who  wis  a  Wife  and  Magnani- 
mous Prince  ^  and  yet  upon  i,  he  Addrefs  6f  his 
Parliament,  pntavcay  a  great  part  of  his  Family^ 
and  Councils  at  one  time,  J  is  no  proper  inftance, 
becaufe  he  was  an  Ufurper,  had  an  ill  Title, 
and  was  bound  to  pleafe  the  People. 

, .  My  Lords,  I  meddle  not  with  his  Title,  I  am 
fureour  King  hath  a  very  undoubted  one ;  But 
this  My  Lord  muft  allow,  that  that  wife  Prince 
having  need  of  the  People y  knew  no  better  way 
to  pleafe  them,  and  to  create  a  good  intelli- 
gence between  them  and  him,  than  to  put  away 
tbofe  from  Court  and  Council  that  were  unac- 
ceptable to  them. 

If  our  King  hath  the  f  ime  Neceflity  to  pleafe 
the  People,  (though  for  other  Reafons  than 
want  of  a  Title  •, )  Yet  I  am  fure  the  Prefident 
holds,  that  a  Wile  Prince,  when  he  hath  need 
of  his  People,  will  rather  part  with  his  Family 
and  CouHjcllorSy   than  difpleafe  them. 

My  Loids,  This  Noble  Lord  near  me  hath 
found  fault  with  that  Prefident,  that  he  fuppo- 
fcs  I  offered  your  Lordfhips  concerning  the 
Chargeable  Ladies  at  Court ;  But  I  remember 
no  luch  thing  I  faid-,  but  if  I  muft  fpeak  of 
them,  I  fiiall  fay  as  the  Prophet  did  to  King 
5/?«/,  What  means  the  bleat im/  of  this  kind  of  cat- 
tel?  And  I  hope  the  King  will  make  me  the 
fame  antwer,  that  he  refervcs  them  for  Sacrifice, 
and  mea?js  to  deliver  them  tip  to  pleafe  his  People. 

For  there  muft  be,  {in  plain  Englifh)  My 
Lords,  a  change;  We  muft  neither  have  Popijh 
Wife,  iior  Popijh  FavountCynot  Pepijl)  Miftrcfs, 
nor  Popijh  Counlellor  at  Court,  or  any  new 


Convel-t.  What  I  {poke  was  about  ari6thef 
Lady  that  belongs  not  to  the  Court,  but  like 
Sempronia  in  Catalincs  Confpiracy,  doesmort 
Miichicf  than  Cethegm. 
_  Inthis  timeof  Diftrefs  I  could  humbly  dd- 
vife  our  Prince  would  take  the  iamc  cowrfc 
that  the  Duke  of  Savoy  did,  to  fuffer  neither 
Strangers  nor  Embafl'^dors  to  ftay  above  fonifc 
few  weeks  in  his  Country  •,  for  all  the  Stranger's 
and  Emb^lTadors  here,  have  ferved  the  Plot, 
and  Delign  againft  us  j  I  am  fure  they  have  no 
tye  to  be  for  us. 

But  my  Lords,  what  I  rofe  up  to  fpeak,  was 
more  efpecially  to  my  Lord  of  the  Earls  Bench^ 
that  fpoke  laft,  and  fits  behind  me  :  Who,  as 
he  hath  the  greateft  Influence  in  our  prefertt 
Councils,  fo  he  hath  let  fall  to  you  the  very 
Root  of  the  matter,  and  the  hinges  upon  which 
all  turns  ^  He  tells  you  that  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons have  lately  made  offers  to  the  King,  and 
he  wonders  we  do  not  expert  the  Kings  An*, 
fwer  to  them,  before  we  enter  into  fo  hot  ah^ 
high  Debates. 

He  tells  you,  if  the  Kitig  be  affured  of  Sup- 
plies,  we  cannot  doubt  of  his  Complyance  in 
this  and  all  we  can  ask  ^  for  otherwife  the 
King  (hould  fall  into  that  that  is  the  worft  con- 
dition of  a  Prince,  to  have  his  People  have  no 
confidence  in  him.  My  Lords,  This  is  that  I 
know  they  put  the  King  upon,  and  this  is  that 
vee  muft  be  ruined  by,  if  we  may  not  with  Ffei- 
dom  and  Plainnefs  open  our  Cafe. 

My  Lords,  'Tis  a  very  hard  thing  to  fay  thu 
we  cannot  iruftthe  Kinn  ^  and  that  we  have  al- 
ready beendeceived  fo  often,  that  we  fee  plain- 
ly the  apprehenfions  of  Difcontent  in  the  Peo- 
ple is  no  Argument  at  Court.  And  though 
our  Prince  be  in  himfelf  an  Excellent  Perfon^ 
that  the  People  have  the  greateft  Inclination* 
imaginable  to  Love  ;  yet  we  muft  fay  he  rs 
liich  an  one,  as  no  Story  affords  us  a  parulUlof: 
How  plain  and  how  many  are  the  proofs  of  rbe 
Defign  to  munher  hitn  ?  How  little  is  he  nDprt- 
ben  five  of  it  ?  .,,.>^  v\    ^ 

The  Tran factions  between  Him  and  his  Brq.- 
cher  arc  A('in:rablc,  and  Incompreicn.lUe,: 


changes  hn  Rclrpion  to  make 


His  Brothers  clcfign?  being  c.ulvkncnn>  to  I 
airo at  the  Crown,  before  his  Majcftics  ^f//.i« 
tMtion  to  this  Kingdom. 

This  Much  with  a  7'i^f«--4/L3cly,  not  like 
to  have  Children,  Commeii  hythc  r^;ik£f  F.u 
rher  ut-J-Aw  y  an^  no  l'oorvcrcft'c;>cJ,  luitthc 
Duke  and  hisP-irtv  make  Proclamation  to  the 
World,  that  wc  aie  like  to  have  no  Children, 
that  he  muft  be  the  certain  Heir. 

He  takes  his  Seat  in  Tarliairxnt  .Is  Prince 
ofn'jiV/,  his  Guards  about  him  ;  the  Princts 
Lodgings  ^t  \vhittf}*H,  hij  Guards  upon  the 
lame  Floor,  without  any  intcrpofition  between 
him  and  the  King,  i"o  that  the  King  was  in  his 
hands  and  in  his  j^owcr  evcrv  night  j  all  OtTico 
and  Prct'crment*  beihg  beftoweJ  by  him.  Net 
a  BiJJjc^  m.tdc  withoHt  him 

1  his  Prince 
himlcit  a  Party,  and  I'uch  a  Party  that  his  Bro 
thcrmul^  be  lure  lodie  and  be  nude  aw.ty^  to 
paakc  room  for  hi'.n  ;  nothing  could  prclcrve 
him,  but  that  which  1  hope  he  will  never  do, 
gire  greater  earned  to  that  wicked  Party  than 
ho  Brother  could  ;  and  after  all,  this  Plot 
^jeaks  our,  plainly  beaded  Iry  the  Duke-,  his  In- 
texcft,  and  his  Defign. 

T  How  the  King  hath  behaved  hinifelf  even 
Gncc  the  breaking  out  of  it  the  World  knows ; 
\ve  have  expefted  every  hour  that  the  Court 
ihould  joyn  with  the  Duke  againft  us.  And  it 
is  evident  more  hath  been  done  to  make  the 
*Tlot  a  Presbyterian Ploi,  than  todifcover  it. 

The  Prarog4tio>}Sj  the  DiJfoliitioKs,  the  Cut- 
ting (hort  oi Parliaments^  not  fuffering  them  to 
Jiaye  timeor  opportunity'  to  lookjnto  any  thin o^ 
hath  (hew'd  what  rcalbn  we  have  to  have  con- 
fidence in  this  Court.  We  arc  now  come  to  a 
Parltitment  again,  by  what  Fate  or  what  Coun- 
cil for  my  part  I  cannot  guefs,  neither  do  I  un- 
derftand  the  Riddle  of  it. 

The  Duke  is  quitted  and  fcnt  away,  the 
.Hpufe  of  Comnjons  have  brought  up  a  Bill  to 
diiable  him  of  the  Crown  :,  and  I  think  they 
are  fo  far  extremely  in  the  right  i  but  yotir 
Lordfhips  are  wifer  than  I,  and  have  rcjefted 
it;  yet  you  have  thought  fit,  and  the  King  him- 
feif  hath  ^made  the  Profoftttan.,  to  make  fuch 
BxfedientJ  ?s  fhall  render  him  but  a  Nominal 
Prince. 

In  the  mean  while  where's  this  Duke^  that 
the  King  and  both  Houles  have  declared  unani- 
moufly  thiu  dangtroiu  ?  Why,  he  is  in  Scotland 
r*i/i»^  ef  Ferc<s  upon  the  Terra  firma,  that  can 
enter  dry-foot  upor.  us,  without  hazard  of 
Winds  or  Seas,  the  very  place  he  fhould  be  in 
toraifeaParty  there,  to  be  ready  when  from 
hence  he  fhall  have  notice  :  J-o  that  this  being 
the  cafe,  where  it  the  trnft?  We  all  think  the 
bufinefs  is  fo  rife  ,  that  they  have  the  Car- 
rifoniy  the  ylrms,  the  Ammunition,  the  Seas  and 
Souldwy  all  in  their  h-inds:,  they  want  but  one 
good  Summe  of  Money  tafet  «p,  and  Crown  the 
Werk,  and  thcR  they  fhall  have  no  more  need  of 
the  People;  and  I  believe  whether  they  arc 
pleafed  orno  will  be  no  great  trouble  to  them. 

My  Lords,  i  hear  of  ^,BArgain\w  the  Houfc 
tf  Commons^  and  an  Addnfs  made  to  the  King  \ 


but  this  1  know,  and  muik boldly  f.(y  it  and  plain- 
/>',  that  the  Nation  is  Betrafd  if  upon  any 
Terms  wc  parttr/r/;  our  Money  till  we  Ate  fur t 
the  King  '«/  cms  \  have  vthat  /,.ru •/  you  will , 
and  what  Conditions  you  will,  they  will  bcof 
no  ufe  but  vtajl  Paper  before  E.ijh  r,  if  the  Court 
have  Aiofiey  to  fet  up  for  Popery  and  ^bitrary 
Def^rti  in  the  mean  while. 

On  the  other  hand  give  me  leave  to  tell  you, 
my  Lords ,  the  King  hatli  no  realon  to  diftruft 
his  Pedplc ;  ntt  niArt  can  sd  home  and  lay,  that 
if  the  Rh1g  bfhp/t  v^itd  his  Ptople  they  will  do 
nothing  for  him,  but  tear  all  up  trom  him ;  wc 
want  a  Government^  and  we  want  a  Pnnce  that 
we  may  trHJl ,  even  with  the  fpcnding  of  half 
o\it  y^n/iM.d  Revenktf,  for  ibmc  time,  for  the 
Pftfervation  of  theic  Nations. 

The  growing  Greatncls  of  the  French  can- 
not be  ftopt  with  a  li-ttlc  Experue,  nor  without 
a  real  and  hearty  Vnion  of  the  King  and  his 
People.  It  was  never  known  in  Enfjand  tb«t 
our  Princes  wanted  Supplies  cither  for  their 
Forrcign  defigns,  or  for  their  Plcai'urcs;  no- 
thing ever  (hut  the  Englifl)  Purfes  but  the  feats 
of  having  their  MoncyMietl  againft  them. 

The  hour  that  the  King  fhall  fatufie  the  Fev- 
pie,  that  what  we  give  is  not  to  make  us  Slaves 
and  Tapifis^  he  may  have  what  he  will  *,  and 
this  your  Lordihips  know  and  all  nunkind  that 
know  us :  Therefore  let  me  plainly  tell  your 
Lordfhips.the  jirgHmentstYoLt  the  prefent  Mi- 
niftersule,  is  to  Deftreythe  King  and  not  Pre- 
ferve  him :  For  if  the  King  will  firft  fee  what 
we  will  do  forhim,  it  is  impoflible  if  w«  are  in 
our  Sences  we  fhq^ild  do  any  thing. 

But  if  he  will  firft  fhew  that  he  is  intirtly 
ours,  that  he  Weds  the  Intereft  and  the  Religion 
of  the  Nation,  'tis  impo<Tible  he  fliould  want 
any  thing  thit  we  angive. 

But  I  lee  how  the  Argument  will  be  us'd  : 
Sir,  rhey  will  do  nothing  for  you  ,  what  fhould 
you  do  with  thcfe  men  ?  Buton  the  other  haod 
I  am  bold  to  fay, 

Sir,  Yeu  may  have  any  thing  of  this  PMrlii- 
ment ;  put  awAy  thefe  Men ,  change,  your  Prin- 
ciples, change  yow  Court,  and  be  your  felf;  for 
the  King  himlelf  nuy  have  any  thing  of  us. 

My  Lords ,  if  I  have  been  too  plain,  I  beg 
your  Pardon  -,  I  thought  it  was  the  Ttuty  of 
an  £nglifl}  Nobleman  at  this  time  to  fpeak  p/<j»'« 
or  never. 

I  amfure  I  mean  well*,  and  if  any  man  can 
aniwer  and  oppofe  Reafon  to  what  1  lay,  I  beg 
they  would  do  if,  for  I  do  not  dcfire  or  pro- 
poie  any  Quefton. 

I  Beg  this  Debate  may  laft  for  fome days,  and 
that  we  may  go  to  the  bottom  of  the  matter, dod 
lee  if  thefe  things  are  lb  or  no,  and  what  Cure 
there  is  of  the  Evil  we  arc  in ;  and  then  the 
Re  fait  of  your  Debates  may  produce  Ibmc 
proper  Queftion. 

However ,  we  know  who  heart ,  and  I  am 
glad  of  this,  that  yourLordfhips  have  dealt  fo 
Honourably  and  fo  clearly  in  the  Kings  ^refence. 
and  in  the  Kings  hearing,  that  he  cannot  fay  he  • 
wants  a  right  Srate  cf  things ;  he  hath  it  beioic 
him,  and  may  take  Council  as  he  thinks  fit.
